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2 ELL and wilely have Moralifls ob- 
ferv'd that haman Affairs are in con- 
tinual Flo@tuation, and as wifely have 
Nataralifts obferv'd that we [/anders 
are more remarkably humorous and 
inconfiftent than any Nation on the 
Continent: Every Individaal among 
us has not only a diftinét Bia of his 
own, which often changes in a Man's Life, and, in fome, 
aimoft daily and hourly; but likewife, there is a general 
ont, which we call Fathion, that varies almoft as fre- 
quently, and whirls round the whole Kingdom with it.— 
In the Reign of the great Queen Elizabeth, Courage, 
Wifdom, Politenefs, Gallantry, and publick Spirit, were 
the prevailing Mode of the Times; which had taken fo 
deep a Root in the Minds of the People, chat foe Re 
mains of them were to be found even under the Eye of 
her Succeflor.———But they were not of long Continuance; 
Pedantry, Punning, Flattery, and Serviluy, were the 
Growth of his Influence and Example. ——The Affecta- 
tion of Learning was univerfal, but, the Reality rare and 
hard to be found; Tafle and Effenct, fcarce any where at 
all. ———-Politicks almoft ingrofs’d the Attention of the Pco- 
ple under his Son. Some for the Prerogative, fome for 
the Republick; all for themfelves.— But to do Juttice 
ro that unhappy Prince, he had a truer Relifh fcr the Art 
and Sciences than any Monarch of his Time, or any that 
have fuceeeded him fince; unlels we except the late grea! 

ewis Of France, and his Example reach’d many of hi 
Nobles, who were true Patrons of Ingenuity in others, 
and fome of them great Proficients themiclves-—_—— During 
the Usarpatior, Enthufiafm was the Out fide, and Hypo 
crify the In: Genius was openly dilcourag'd, and Kaow 
ledge decry'd. ———Nothing would go down now but Re 
volution, and "twas profane to extol any Book befide the 
Bible. ———Cromwell was certainly the moft a Miracle of 
any Man fince Ca/ar, and he that will beft bear a Com- 
parifon with him; but, in ehis Particular, greatly inferior : 
Ccfar was not only a compleat Soldier and Politician, but 
a fine Orator and finifh’d Gentleman. Cromwell could 
never get the better of his natural Roughnefs, and not un- 
ly remain’d unpolith’d himfeif, but affefted to defpife Po 
litenels in others (ss fome of our Moderns in this one Cir- 
cumflance are like him.)——-Nay, he was even rude, and 
infenfible enough to fell the fine Colleétion of Pictures and 
Antiquities which the King had colleéted at vait Expence, 
to foreign Princes, a Lois, which, 1 am afraid, no future 
Reign will ever repair ! 

-—— But, to return, ——— After the Refloration, Love, 
Gallantry, Effeminacy, and Rhiming, wes the Rage of 
the Times. —— All Men were Pretenders, and Veries were 
fo common, that they became a perfect Drug, and tho’ he 
was efleem'd a Blockhead’who could not write. none were 
elleem’d one Tittle the more that could.———Tho" Engi 
was the Language both of the Court and Stage, tho’ the 
King himfclt affQed to be a Wit, and would keep Com- 
pony with none that were otherwife, tho’ many of the 
Nobility were Criticks and Writers themfelves, tho’ many 
very grext Geniufes arofe under their Aufpices, yet no 
Setilement was made for Learning, no Provifion for its 
molt ee ign re and we, at this Time, admire 
the Excellencles of thofe who ftarv'd to attain them.——— 

To this Period fucceeded another which had fome 
Tin@ture of the laft, but difkurb’d with great Commotions 
of the State, violent Meafares on the Throne, and as vio 
lent Refentments from the People; which, in the End, 
involv'd both in Confufion, and Peliticks, again, without 
a Rival. 

A foreign Prince next brought in foreign Modes, and a 
martial Reign breath’d the fame Fiercenefs thro’ the Sub- 
jehs.—-To humble the grand Monarch was every Bo- 
dy's Dream on one Side, as well as the King's, and Fac- 
tion and Patriotiim ingroG’d the other: So that Know. 
ledge and Science were confider'd but with a Side Glance 
by both, and only made Fools to make a Fortune, or di- 
furb Government. — 

A Female Sovereign added fome Softnelfs to the turbulent 
Scene, and, tho” War and Ambition were till uppermoft, 
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yet Poetry thar'd in the Triumphs, and here and there a 
Genius met with a true Mecenas, to diftinguith and re- 
ward it. Underneath fuch a Patronage, the great Mr. 
Addifon grew up, and no fooner made known his Merit, 
but his Merit found a juft and honourable Support ; till, in 
the End, from a private Tutor from the Univerfity, the 
World faw him care(s'd by Minifters of State, and, from 
defpis’d Character of a Poet, arife to be one him- 
f. 





Now was the Time that the Ma/es might very reafona. 
bly hope to fee themfelves eftablith'd in Great Britain 
with fome Sanétion from the Government, fome Provifion 
for their Followers, and Credit for them/elves.—Their 
Favourite, Mr. dddifom, was become of more Importance 
in the Adminifiration, than ever any Poet had been before, 
and, by his excellent Writings, was more admir'd and ho
